Dealers’ Association, reports that 
500 cars valued at about a half mil- 
lion dollars were sold during the 
show. Prospects obtained by exhi- 
bitors, he estimates, will place orders 
| for another $1,000,000 worth of cars 
within the next few weeks. 

Attendance at the Cleveland show 
averaged about 13,400 daily through 
the eight days of the show, making 
a total of 139,000, compared with 
136,000 at last year’s exhibit. 

“This year’s sales were double 
| those fo last year’s show,” declared 
| Mr. Buckman. “A year ago all dis- 
| tributors had large stocks on hand. 

“This year stocks are so low that the 
cars sold must be ordered from the 
factories.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Preliminary 

statistics of oil operations last 
year, issued by the United States 
Bureau of Mines, indicate that the 
domestic Consumption of gasoline 
increased by 5.2 per cent. over that 
in 1929. 

The increase, however, was at a 
reduced rate, comparing with a gain 
of 13.2 per cent. in 1929 over 1928. 
A similar record is shown in gaso- 
line exports, which increased 5.3 per 
cent. over those in 1929, in compari- 
son with a gain of 13.6 per cent. the 
previous year,

The survey covers 1927 to 1929, 
and was based on an expected aver- 
age profit of 15 per cent. earned on 

|capital reserves, capital stock and 
|surplus. A group of 20 automobile 
companies ranked first in a list of 
25 groups with a percentage of 
| 156.59. 

| The oil producing and refining 
companies, largest group surveyed 
|in point of capitalization, number- 
ing 34 companies, ranked seven- 
teenth in the list, with a percentage 
of 55.85 of normal. In other words, 
the oil companies earned during the 
test period only about 7.5 per cent 
on the tangible net worth as repre- |

| NEBRASKA BILL WOULD 
PROVIDE TRUCK CONTROL 


Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 3.—A bill has 
been introduced in the Nebraska 
Legislature declaring truckers to be 
common carriers, regardless. of 
whether they are corporations, re- 
ceivers, persons or associations. If 
they run anywhere in Nebraska for 
hire, carrying freight they will, 
under the bill, be declared common 
carriers and, therefore, subject to 
rate making powers of the state 
Railway Commission, which now has 
some regulatory power over buses, 
but practically none over trucks 
used for hire. 
| The bill would require an annual 
| fee of $10 payable to the commission 
for an annual permit for each truck 
| operated for hire, the fund to be 
;used for enforcing the provisions 
|of the bill. The commissioner is re- 
quired by the bill to prescribe ade- 
quate indemnity bonds, public lia- 
| bility and property damage and 
cargo insurance. It is also author- 
ized to prescribe safety regulations. 
Attached to the bill is a provision 
prohibiting drivers from remaining 
on duty more than twelve hours a 
day. 

Another bill of interest to the au- 
tomotive industry introduced in the 
Nebraska Legislature is one to in- 
crease the state gasoline tax from 
4 to 5 cents per gallon. The addi- 
tional amount is to be used in the 
discretion of the Department ot 
Public Works to meet state aid for

Here the author presented a se- 
ries of curves for a standard pro- 
duction automobile engine showing 
the fuel use, assuming a car speed 
of 40 m. p. h. with the engine speed 
at 2,000 r. p. m. The speed was 
controlled by the throttle to simu- 
late the changes in resistance im- 
posed by head wind or grade. 
Curves at partial throttle for engine 
speeds of 1,500 and 1,000 r. p. m,, 
| respectively, were also shown. These 
| curves were prepared on the as- 
sumption that the same car speed 
is maintained with a gear change 
that permits the use of lower en- 
gine speed and which, of course, 
limits the maximum speed. A fuel 
curve for wide open throttle was 
also shown for comparison. The 
mixture was adjusted at wide open 
throttle for maximum power at 
2,000 r. p. m. These curves were 
prepared to bring out the necessity 
for carefully selecting gears to ob- 
tain maximum economy especially 
when operating on part throttle. 
| The curves showed that under the 
conditions mentioned an ap- 
preciable saving in fuel results, 
especially if a suitable economizer 
is used, when the same horse power 
is developed at lower engine r. p. m. 
The lower engine speed makes it 
necessary to open the throttle wider, 
thereby operating on a larger per- 
centage of full load with a corre- 
|spondingly higher fuel economy. 
The curves were of interest in call- 
ing attention to the importance of 
selecting gear ratios over routes 
where the routine of performance 
does not require maximum power or 
excessive speed. 

Another interesting chart com- 
pared air flow \ ith horse power 
| developed at full and part throttle. 
|For example, under full throttle 
conditions with the engine develop- 
ing 10 h. p. at 400 r. p. m., the en- 
gine used 100 pounds of air, with a 
fuel consumption of .773 per b. h.
